Plans for erecting a $250,000 state- 
owned farmers’ market in Atlanta to} 
serve as a produce clearing house for | 
the southeast were made known yes-| 
terday by W. 1l.. Stone, director of the. 
Georgia Bureau of Markets. | 

The Department of Agriculture, | 
Stone said, has obtained a 60-day op- | 
tion to purchase a five-acre tract in 
the city at $25,000. Negotiations for 
a loan to complete the project are un- 
der way. 

It is to be the major link in the 
eight-market chain the department is 
authorized ‘to own and operate by an} 
act of the 1935 legislature. 

Through operation of the Atlanta) 
“clearing house,” Stone, said the de- | 
partment will be able to control the 
price level in the southeast for farm 
products by holding them in storage 
“until the market is right.” 

Linder Given Power. 

The statute empowers the commis- 
sioner of agriculture, Thomas M. Lin- | 
der, to declare embargoes on out-of- 
state products and Stone said the em- 
bargo “will be exercised” if necessary | 
to protect the Georgia farmer. 

“We expect to have products flow- 
ing through our market from neigh- | 
boring states,” said Stone. “That is) 
already the case on a small scale. 

“The privilege of erecting an em- 
bargo will not be exercised unless, 
truckers fail to move out enough 
produce to assure Georgia growers of | 
a market at all times.’ 

Under present arrangements, Stone 
said, produce is brought here from 
Alabama, Florida and other adjoining 
states and is gold to jobbers through) 
the Bureau of “Markets. 

At present the department is super- | 
vising the controversial produce mar- | 
ket on Washington street, one block 
from the state capitol, which precipi-. 
tated a threat Jast winter to have the 
cepitol removed from Atlanta. | 

Market Business Grows. 

Stone said Georgia farmers will sell 
approximately $5,000,000. worth of 
their own crops through the Washing- 
ton street matket this year, Between | 
$5,000 and $10,000 is the present daily 
turnover, he added. 

“Since the Department of Agricul- 


ture began supervising this 
business has advanced 100 per cent,” 
he said. 

The Washington street market is 
owned privately and farmers pay 50 
cents per truck per day for the privi-,| 
lege of displaying their wares there, 
the bureau director stated.

Part ofthe millions designated for 
TVA was earmarked :for completion 
of the $36,222,246 Norris dam in 
Tennessee and $26,843,762. Wheeler 
dam in, Alabama, and also for con- 
tinuing work on Pickwick Landing 
dam, to cost $24,364,499. Provision 
was made for functions of TVA aside 
from dam building.

Funds of the society have been ex-| 
hausted and the food necessary to keep | 
dogs until they can be adopted can-| 


not be supplied. Heartlessness of dog 
owners and cat owners is responsible 
for the plight of ‘“‘man’s best friend,” 
it was said. Deserted animals in the 
past have been brought to the shel-| 
ter—today these animals will be fore-| 
doomed to death,

homes for dogs—more, than 538 persons | 
visited the shelter at 981 Howell Mill | 
road before noon yesterday and a third | 
of them adopted animals. One owner!

WASHINGTON, June 19.—{ AP )— 


The complete fext of President

To the 
States: 

As the fiscal year @raws to its 
close it becomes our duty to consider 
the broad question of tax methods 
and policies. I wish to acknowledge 
the timely efforts of the congress to

Our reyenue laws 
have operated in many ways to the 
unfair advantage of the few, and they 
have done little to prevent an unjust

With the enactment of the income 
tax law of 1913 the federal govern- | 
ment began to apply effectively the | 
widely-accepted principle that taxes!

and of ability, to pay. This was and | 
still is a wholesome guide for nation- | 
al policy.

The use of other forms of) 
taxes is often justifiable, particularly 
for temporary periods; but taxation 
according to income is the most effee- 
tive instrument yet devised to obtain

The movement toward progressive 
taxation of wealth and of income 
has accompanied the growing diver- 
sification and interrelation of effort 
which marks our indusfrial society.

Great accumulations of wealth can- 
not be justified on the basis of per- 


sonal and family security. In the last 
analysis, such accumulations amount 
to the perpetuation of great and un- 
desirable concentration of control 
in a relatively few individuals over 
the employment and welfare of many, 
many others, 

Such inherited economic power is 
as inconsistent with the ideas of this 
generation as inherited political péwer 
was inconsistent with the ideals of 
the generation which established our 
government. 

Creative enterprise is not stimu- 
lated by vast inheritances. They 
bless neither those who bequeath nor 
those who receive. As long ago as 
1907, in a méssage to congress, Presi- 
dent Theodore Roosevelt urged this 
wise social policy: 

“A heavy progressive tax upon a 
very large fortune is in no way such 
a tax upon thrift or industry as a 
like tax would be on a small for- 
tune. No advantage comes either to 
the country as a whole or to the in- 
dividuals inheriting the money by 
permitting the transmission in their 
entirety of the enormous fortunes 
which would be affected by such a 
tax; and as an incident to its func- 
tion of revenue raising, such a tax 
would help to preserve a measurable 
equality of opportunity for the peo- 
ple of the generations growing to 
manhood.” 


A tax upon inherited economic 
power is a tax upon static wealth, 
not upon that dynamic wealth which 
makes for the healthy diffusion of 
economie good. 

Those who argue for the benefits 
secured to society by great fortunes 
invested in great business should note, 
that such a tax does not affect the 
essential benefits that remain after 
the death of the creator of such a 
business. The mechanism of produe- 
tion that he created remains. The 
benefits of corporate organization re- 
main. The advantage of pooling 
many investments in one enterprise 
Governmental privileges 


such as patents remain, All that 
is gone jis the initiative, energy and | 


genius of the creator—and death has} 


taken these away. | 

I recommend, therefore, that in ad- | 
dition to the present estate taxes, 
there should be levied an inheritance, | 
suecession and legacy tax in respect | 
to all very Jarge amounts received | 
by any one legatee or beneficiary ; | 
and to prevent, so far as possible, | 
evasions of this tax, I recommend 
further the imposition of gift taxes 
suited to this end. 

Because of the basis on which this 
proposed tax is to be levied and also 
because of the very sound public 
policy of encouraging a wider dis- 
tribution of wealth, I strongly urge) 
that the proceeds of this tax should 
be specifically segregated and ap- 
plied, as they accrue, to the reduc- 
tion of the national debt. By so 
doing, we shall progressively lighten

‘The community has prof- 
ited in those cases in which large 
scale productiom has resulted in sub- 
stantial economies and lower prices. 

The advantages and the protections 
conferred upon corporations’ by gov- 
ernment increase in value as the 
size of .the corporation increases. 
Some of these advantages are. grant- 
el by the state which conferred a 
charter upon the corporation, others 
are granted by other states which, 
as a matter of grace, allow this cor- 
poration to.do local business within 
their borders. 
important advantages, such as the 


carrying on of business between two | 


or more states, are derived through 
the federal government—-great cor- 
porations are protected.in a consid- 
erable measure from the taxing pow- 
er and the regulatory power of the 
states by virtue of the _ interstate 
charter of their businesses. As the 
profit to such a corporation 1n- 
creases, so the value of its advan- 
tages and protections increases.
